Mayor Ron Selph’s attempt to expedite 
the creation of a teen cénter in Granite 
City has been slowed by liability con- 
cerns. 

The City Council voted 7-6 Tuesday 
night to place on hold a resolution Selph 
said-was designed to take advantage of 
the city’s tax-exempt status to expedite 
fund-raising for the creation of a teen 
center 

While almost all of the aldermen said 
they were in favor of — even enthusiastic 
about — the teen center concept, the 
majority also said that city government 
miay not be the proper.avenue for the 
project and that unnecessary potential 
liabilities could be incurred. 

The resolution, which would have estab- 
lished a tax-free ‘‘Mayor’s Youth Center 
Fund” administered by the city comptrol- 
ler until a board of trustees could be 
established, was referred to the alder- 
manic Finance and Intergovernmental 
committees for discussion. 

Under Selph’s proposal, administration 
of the proposed teen center building 
would eventually be taken over -by the 
Granite City Park District. 

If no facility is built in three years, the 
park district would take over the fund, 
according to the resolution.

Madison County Chief Judge 

Edward Ferguson has denied 
Hampton’s motion for a new tri- 
al, claiming Hampton’s conduct 
at his sentencing hearing indi- 
cated he wanted to die from 
lethal injection. 

Hampton, who was scheduled 
to die Nov. 10, was granted a 


stay of execution after he 
changed his mind at the last 
minute. 

In a petition to dismiss his 
guilty plea filed this summer, 
Hampton alleged he was not 
advised that he could be sen- 
tenced to life in prison or that 
only a single jurof’s vote was 
needed to prevent the death pen- 
alty.. — 

Hampton, 39, could have been 
sentenced to mandatory life in 
prison because he was a habitual

“The screenwriter interviewed us all and, for 
whatever reason, left us out,’ Ventimiglia said. 

Jersey County Sheriff Frank Yocom doesn’t 
agree. He said Alton was definitely in the story in

“The only difference is they just didn’t name the 
Alton police. They didn’t use their names because 
there were so many of them,’’ Yocom said. 

Sims was convicted in 1990 of murdering her 
6-week-old daughter, Heather. Weber was the 
prosecutor. 

She later told of drowning Heather in a warm 
bath and killing 13-day-old Loralei-the same way 
in 1986 when the family lived in Jersey County. 

The confession and an argument for postpartum 
depression were the basis of a Second book, 


“Dying Dreams: The Secrets of Paula Sims," 
written by Audrey Becker. 

Ventimiglia said he does not agree with the 
second book. 

“TI know postpartum depression exists, but I 
don’t buy it in her case. She sat down and planned 
the death of her child and rehearsed the story. 

“She got away with it the first time around, but 
the second time she was in our jurisdiction and 
she didn’t get away with anything. That should tell 
you something.”’ 

McCain said he knows what happened and who 
did the investigating. He said he could not care 
less what goes-into a mavie. 

“Everybody understands a movie is a movie, 
and in this case it’s loosely based on the Sims 
case,’’ he said.

Man arrested twice at same spot 


Saturday morning was not lucky for Rodney Koester. 

Koester, 29, of Red Bud was arrested for driving under the 
influence of alcohol twice in a period of less than three’ hours by 
the same police officer at the same location in Granite City. 

At 2:34 a.m., an’ officer sitting at Shoney’s Restaurant, 3708 
Nameoki Road, reported seeing a gray 1992 Mercury Topaz north- 
bound on Nameoki without headlights. 

The car pulled into the parking lot at the restaurant and Koester 
stepped from the vehicle, according to a police report 

Koester took three field sobriety tests and the Mercury was 
parked on the lot at his request while he was taken to the police 
station. 

Once at the station, Koester blew into a breath analysis machine 
and was charged. 

Koester posted $107 cash and his driver’s license as bail at 4:30 
a.m. and was released . 

But at 5:17 a.m., the same officér — sitting once again on the 
Shoney’s parking lot — reported watching Koester enter the Mer- 
cury and proceed south on Nameoki Road at 45 miles per hour in 
a 35 mile-per-hour zone. 

When stopped a second time, Koester refused to take any field 
sobriety tests or a breath analysis test and was lodged pending 
$302 cash bail.

A recent newspaper classified 
“ad offered a lot with two houses 
in the Third Street neighborhood 
in Madison for sale for $8,500 

“First one here with the cash 
Bets it,”’ the ad said. 

The seller, who declined to be 
identified when contacted by a 
reporter, said the owner — who 
rents out the properties — was 

“bailing out.’"It wasn’t drugs or 
crime that did it, the seller said, 
it’s just a bad neighborhood — a 
neighborhood that's becoming 
run-down and black. 

The seller said if you just 
drive down the street, you can 
tell it’s a “contemptible 
environment and you're not 
going to feel safe there.”’ 

The increase in crime in the 
Third Street neighborhood has 
been simultaneous with a change 
in its racial makeup. But Dan 
Poston of the Madison 
Community Action Group says 
‘there is no cause and effect at 
work 

““This is not a white problem, 
it's not a black problem. It’s 
everyone's problem,” Poston 
told the City Council on Tuesday. 

Still, since African-Americans 
make up the most visible, 








troublemakers in the 
neighborhood, both Poston’s 
group and the Madison city 
Officials have “walked-on eggs’ 
to avoid appearing racist. They 
have suggested that ‘‘cultural 
differences’’ may lead to the 
congregation of large numbers 
of African-Americans on the 
street and sometimes wondered 
if they should feel guilty because 
they feel intimidated by the 
boisterous gatherings. 

Alderman Norris Horton — an 
African-American — said 
Tuesday that it was time to quit 
skirting the issue. Horton said 
anyone who drives down Third 
Street can see the problem 
“people blocking the street, _ 
yelling and hollering, kids 
running around naked’? — and 
he said the city ueeds to “stop 
worrying about whether they're 
black”’ and solve the problem. 

“If you don’t stop this stuff on 
Third Street it will infect the 
entire city,”’ Horton said. “If you 
want the entire city to be like 
that mess on Third Street all you 
have to do is don’t do anything 
about Third Street.” 

William Garrett, a West 
Madison landlord and 
African-American, said that if 
the city ‘‘allows a group to 
intimidate a neighborhood just 











because they're black, the only 
thing it will do is polarize white 
against black” and he said 
Madison has let itself be torn 
apart by race for too long. 

Garrett said the only way 
Madison will be able to get 
better is ‘‘for all the good 
citizens, black and white, t 
unite against all the:bad ens, 
black and white, and drive them 
out of the city. 

Garrett said he agreed with 
Police Chief Charlie Bridick that 
one of the big problems is 
absentee landlords who will 

“rent to anyone as along as they 
get their money.” He said police 
should use the forfeiture laws to 
take away a house. __ 

“If you want to get their 
attention, take away a house or 
two,”’ Garrett said. 

.Bridick said the city has sent 
out letters to landlords alerting 
them that forfeiture is a 
possibility if their tenants are 
dealing in illegal drugs. 

Part of the illegal drug 
problem in the Third Street 
neighborhood, Bridick said, is 
due to the “‘ping-pong bail 
effect” from increased drug 
enforcement at the housing 
projects. Drug dealers there, he 
said, have been forced to 
relocate.

In retrospect, he said, it would 
have been better to have either 
signed the letter himself or to 
have had all the members of the 
group sign the letter before 
sending it out, Poston agreed to 
sign the letter in order to have 
the ‘City Council place it on file. 

Mayor John Belleoff said he 
agreed that the problems listed 
in the letter exist and need to be 
oluti 
will have to include community 
involvement. Bellcoff said the 
city’s neighborhood watch pro. 
gram fell apart before it ever 
got started because the citizens 
were unwilling to play the neces 
sary attive role. 

Bellcoff said that if the citzens 
are more willing to become 
involved it would be a good idea 
to give the neighborhood watch 
program and other community 
involvement programs another. 
try. 

Following an impassioned dis. 
cussion, the City Council agreed 
to have aldermen John Hamm 
and Mike Vrabec meet with the 
city’s enforcement officials — 
including the police chief and 
building and health inspectors — 
to discuss solutions. to the prob- 
lems. Hamm and Vrabec were 
a instructed that if, after the 
initial meeting, it became appar- 
ent that the input‘and action of 
all the aldermen is needed that 
they should call for-a meeting of 
the aldermen’as a committee of 
the whole or, if more public 
input is desired, public hearings 
should be scheduled. 

The MCAG began a year ago 
asa neighborhood organization 
for the Third Street neighbor-

hood surrounding City Hall that 
is roughly bounded by Second 
and Fifth streets on the south 
and north and Madison and 
McCambridge avenues on the 
west and east. It now has mem 
bers throughout the city, but the 
majority of the group’s com- 
plaints, refer to incidents in that 
area 

Police Chief Charlie Bridick 
said the problems in the Third 
Street neighborhood are real and 
the police department has been 
increasing enforcement in the 
area 
I know it may appear that 
we're not getting anywhere, but 
we are making more arrests 
Bridick said for all of last 
year we had 29 arrests for 
(cocaine). In the first eight 
months of this year we have 
already had 41 arrests and there 
were 20 more warrants (for 
cocaine) issued in the last two 
weeks. We have 18 more 
(cocuine cases) waiting for war- 
rants including nine put on my 
desk last week.” 

Bridick said he spent several 
hours Tuesday going aver crime 
statistics with a newspaper 
reporter and those numbers 
showed increased police activity 
and arrests throughout the Third 
Street neighborhood 

According to the department 
figures, during the three-month 
period from June 1 to Aug. 31, 
1993, there were 70 police calls 
on Third Street resulting in 45 
arrests. There were 53 non-traf- 
fic -offenses resulting in 31 
arrests. Included were seven 
calls for violent crimes resulting 
in six arrests, three calls for ille 
gal drugs resulting in one arrest, 
four calls for criminal damage 
to property (vandalism) result- 























ing in one arrest, and one weap- 
ons call resulting in one arrest. 

During the same period, there 
were 44 arrests (21 for traffic 
offenses) on Second Street, 43 
arrests (24 traffic) on Fourth 
Street, 20 arrests (9 traffic) on 
Fifth Street, 17 arrests (11 traf- 
fic) on Alton Avenue, 10 arrests 
(six traffic) on Ewing Avenue 
and four arrests (no traffic) on 
Washington Avenuc 

Those 183 arrests in the Third 
Street neighborhood represent 
more than a third of the 542 
arrests made throughout the city 
during the same three month 
period. The total number . of 
arrests for the first eight months 
of 1993 was 1,419 compared to 
1 for the same period in 1992, 
Bridick said, ‘so we’re not just 
sitting back 

Poston said the MCAG wasn’t 
Pointing fingers at Bridick or the 
police department and said 
“every time I call the police 
respond.’’ But Poston said the 
police have only helped end 
immediate problems, not stop 
the problems as a whole 

Hamm said the city govern- 
ment needs to figure out a wa 
to marshal its forces and put 
and bring the problems to a halt. 

7xe itimate con- 
cerns, id ‘‘If our (city 
enforcement officials) don’t have 
the tools they need to attack 
these problems, we, as alder- 
men, need to come up with the 
tools they need. If they need 
ordinances, wé need to pass 
them.”

Legislation OKs ethanol research 


Corn producers and the etha- 
nol industry will be the benefi- 
ciaries of legislation just signed 
by Gov. Jim Edgar which ear- 
marks $5 million for ethanol 
related research. 

The funding authorization will 
make money available to investi- 
gate the feasibility of construct- 
ing a state-of-the-art ethanol 
pilot plant. Virtually all of the 
ethanol plants currently in oper- 
ation in Illinois are converted 
corn processing facilities. 

‘“‘These ‘converted facilities 
have built-in bottlenecks because 
they were not initially designed 
to manufacture ethanol fue 
said Kent Kleinschmidt, Ilinois 
Corn. Growers Association presi- 
dent. ‘‘A modern plant designed 
specifically for ethanol produc- 
tion, and adopting the latest 
technological breakthroughs, 
should be able to make ethanol 








-more efficiently and make etha-. 


nol more cost competitive.’’ 

The $5 million tagged for etha- 
nol is part of a $35 million bond- 
ing authority to investigate alter- 
native energy technology. 

“This legislation reflects the 
continuing commitment of Gov. 
Edgar and his administration to 
expand the importance and eco- 
nomic contribution of two of Tlli- 
nois’ major resources: coal and 
corn,’’ Kleinschmidt said. 

The funding represents a 
major step because it is the first 
time since: 1981 that the state’s 
funding authorization for alterna- 
tive energy has been increased. 
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Funds will be used to do 
design’ work, site selection and 
investigate ‘feasibility. It will 
also allow Illinois to leverage 
federal and private funds to 
make the pilot plant a reality. 

A portion of the funds will also 
be used to continue research on 
the ‘“Ethanol-Fuel’’ Cell Bus 
being developed and tested at 
the Argonne Laboratory in IIli- 
nois. This bus uses a self- 
contained battery system which 
uses ethanol for a feedstock. The 
bus has virtually no emissions.

A place to just do nothing 


““Where have you been?” 
“Out. 

“What did you do?” 

‘‘Nothing.”’ 

One would suppose Adam and Eve were the first parents to 
penueipats in this conversation. Is there any doubt it has 

een repeated by every parent and child since? 

Every child reaches a point in life — usually in the early 
teens — where he or she begins to doubt the infallibility of 
parents, teachers, ministers and all other authority figures. 
So the child sets out to discover ‘‘the real truth’’ for himself 
or herself. 

Unfortunately, it is also at this point of a child’s life that 
society begins to sort children into compartments. Good 
athletes make the team; fair athletes don’t. Sosches and 
greasers, climbers and burnouts — whatever the current 
terms are each go their own way. Consciously or uncon- 
sciously, schools begin to divide students inte smart, average 
and dumb groups. 

For the child, rebellion becomes the order of the day. The 
child’s music, clothing and even language all seem aimed at’ 
alienating the child from traditional adult authority. It’s a 
trying — even dangerous — time for ‘children. And it’s a 
trying time for parents, who often find themselves simply 
hoping their children can ‘‘ride it out” in relative safety. 

It is this age group.of ‘‘young adults” that Granite City 
Mayor Ron Selph targets in his proposal for a teen center. We 
think he may have hit a bull's eye. 

Teen centers have worked well in Granite City in the past - 
how many parents of today’s youth remember going to the 
old Teen Town or ‘“‘Tri-High Y’’ at the downtown YMCA? 
Even in today’ admittedly changed world, teen centers are 
successful in other communities, like Belleville. 

Selph plans to appoint at ledst one high-school-age youth to 
the board that would oversee the teen center. If young adults 
searching for their identity are going to participate in a 
program like this, they must be allowed to participate in the 
planning — have a stake in the program. It must be their 
center. r 

The goal of Selph’s center is to provide a place where 
“teenagers of this community (are given) greater opportuni- 
ties to locally experience the educational and social advan- 
tages and benefits of this modern nation and world, and to 
mature into responsible adults of this area.” 

In other words, a place for young adults to do ‘‘nothing”’ 
and, by doing nothing, prepare themselves to do everything. 
A place where young aduits can discover themselves and 
begin to discover the adult world. 

It is not government’s responsibility to raise our children — 
that is best left to parents and churches. 

But the job of raising young adults includes providing them 
with a safe place to work things out for themselves, among 
themselves. Young adults have always found such a place of 
their own.and always will — whether it is the low-water dam, 
an abandoned quarry or a parking lot. If a governmental 
body is willing to lend a hand and provide a safe, positive 
area, how can we refuse? 

Mayor Ron Selph has given his vision, promised his efforts 
and challenged the community to join him. We believe 
Selph’s teen center has an important role to play in our 
community and deserves the*Support of every child, parent, 
group and citizen. 


Books are still being targeted

Two years ago, a friend surprised me with a gift sweatshirt. 

Emblazoned across the front is the invitation “‘Celebrate Freedom 
— Read a Banned Book,” followed by a suggested reading list: 

“A Farewell to Arms’’ by Hemingway, 984"" by Orwell, ‘The 
Color Purple” by Alice Walker. “Flowers for Algernon” by Daniel 
Keyes. ‘‘One Flew Over the Cuckoo’s Nest,’ “‘Gone With the Wind,” 
“To Kill a Mockingbird,”’ ‘“The Great Gatsby,’ ‘‘The Diary of Anne 
Frank.” Naturally, ‘The Catcher in the Rye’ and “Of Mice and 
Men.”’ Unbelievably, ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin.’’ Among others. The gift 
was occasioned: by.a column concerning the annual.report of a 
group, People for the American Way, regarding attempts by several 
groups to remove certain books from the classroom and libraries of 
public schools. 

In 1991, the report noted that the previous year had beeh the 
“single worst year for school censorship,”’ with 264 “‘incidents”’ and 
229 attempts, a 20-percent increase over the previous year. 

Well, some things never change — they only get worse. 

According to this season’s report, a new high has been reached in 
such censorship efforts. The group has now documented: 395 such 
attempt in 1992-93 in 44 states, the highest figure in 11 years. 

What's truly scary is that, in 41 percent of these cases, the efforts 
to remove or restrict the written material was successful. By 
California Iéd with 29 incidents, followed by Pennsylvania wii 
Illinois had only seven reported cases. A faint “hurray”’ for us.

Simon to push for balanced-budget amendment

Sen. Paul Simon usually can 
be found in President Clinton's 
corner, but the Ulinois Democrat 
and Clinton may be sparring this 
fall when Simon pushes his bal- 
anced-budget amendment to a 
Senate floor vote. 

Like most of the Democratic 
leadership in Congress, Clinton 
opposes a proposed constitutional 
amendment that would mandate 
a balanced federal budget under 
most circumstances. 

Clinton has called it a “‘gim- 
mick and a way of putting the 
decision off.” 

He has_ said_.‘‘it would drive 
unemployment up because it 
would require such terrible sac- 
rifices.’” 

Simon, chief sponsor of the 
proposed amendment that has 
found more favor among Repub- 
licans than Democrats, said the 
amendment is ‘‘a tool of fiscal 
discipline that would make bal- 
anced budgets the rule, instead 
of the rare exception.” 

For the usually liberal Simon, 
the amendment which he 
backed even before his first elec- 
tion to the Senate in 1984 isa 
cornerstone of his claim to fiscal 
conservatism. 

Although the president has no 
formal role in approving or 
rejecting constitutional amend- 
ments, his support would be 
helpful to Simon in an expected 
close fight this fall.

In the coming battle over the 
North American Free Trade 
Agreement, the troubadour for 
the opponents may be a longtime 
union activist, musician and 
Granite City Steel employee. 

Thirty-seven-year-old Eddie 
Starr recently recorded a song 
that’s been adopted by the 
American Federation of Labor 
and Congress of Industrial 
Organizations in a national 
campaign against NAFTA. That 
union has sent out 2,000 tapes to 
local labor councils, instructing 
them to pass it on to radio 
stations 

The ballad, ‘‘Say No (to 
NAFTA)" spells out Starr’s 
reason for opposing the treaty, 
in a nasal electric folk-style 
reminiscent of Arlo Guthrie. 

“In reality, it’s simply a way 
of exploiting cheap labor,”” said 
Starr of NAFTA.

4-Doctors can prepare reports 
faster and more efficiently. 

Lawrence Harmon, MD, devel- 
oped and*wrote a floor manager 
computer program, making 
many of the responsibilities of 
unit secretaries less tedious. 

Daily reports, once typed each 
day -from start to finish, are 
updated with a few strokes of 
the keyboard. The basic format 
for each report is stored in the 
program, limiting the- secretar- 
ies’ daily duties to inputting 
changes rather than retyping 
reports. 

“The program has allowed us 
to be more productive and saves 
mountains of time,”’ said Barb 
Rigsby, unit manager of 3-Doc- 
tors and 4-Doctors. 

Harmon realized unit secretar- 
ies needed a better system for 
preparing patient reports after 
observing Rigsby and a unit sec- 
retary working late to finish 
reports for the next day 


“When Dr. Harmon questioned 
what we were doing, he told me 
to stop immediately and he 
would come up with a more effi- 
cient method,*’ Rigsby said. “‘He 
qe. developed a program. 

it helps us-do our ‘road maps,” 
which

Social Security Pays variety of benefits :

Q. I work in a hospice pro- 
gram at a hospital, so I work 
with families of terminally ill 
people. What benefits does Social 
Security pay to survivors’ 

A. Surviving spouses, age 60 
and older, are the most common 
recipients of survivor benefits. 
The average benefit paid to 
“aged” widows and widowers is 
about $600 per month. 

Although most widows have 
figured out they. can get benefits 
at 60, widowers frequently find 
out at age 62 (when they apply 
for Social Security retirement 
benefits) that they’ve missed out 
on two years of payments. Of 
the five million people who draw 
surviving spouse benefits, only 
34,000 are widowers. 

A_persistent myth about Social 
Security is that widows forfeit 
benefits if they remarry. In fact, 
since 1979, if a widow or widow. 
er waits until 60 to remarry, 
benefits are not lost. 

Surviving divorced spouses get 
benefits under the same condi- 
tions as a widow or widower as 
long as their marriage lasted for 
at least 10 years. 

If a surviving spouse becomes 
disabled within seven years of a 
Partner's death, he or she can 
receive disabled widow or wid-

Oniy the 
best of those projects are eligi- 
ble- to be shown at the State 
Fair. In recognition for having 
been chosen to exhibit at the 
1993 State Fair Junior Show, 
each 4-H’er receives an Award 
of Excellence. 

By the time they get to the 
State Fair, these kids have prov- 
en their commitment to excel- 
lence, Stocker said. 

Awards of Excellence went to 
the following 4-H’ers:

Once disabled widows and wid 
owers are receiving benefits, 
they also may remafry without 
penalty 

Younger widows and widowers 
receive Social Security, too. Sur. 
viving spouses of all .ages 
receive benefits for taking care 
of the children of deceased work- 
ers. To qualify, the surviving 
spouse must have a child youn- 
ger than age 16 or disabled. If a 
young widow or widower remar- 
ries, the payments stop, but the 
children’s benefits continue. 

Nearly two million children 
receive Social Security survivor 
benefits. The average monthly 
payment is about $440. Surviving 
children receive benefits while 
they are younger than 18, and 
from 18 to 19 if they are still in 
high school. 5 

Childhood ‘disability benefits. 
(CDB) are paid to adult children 
who became disabled before age 
22. When either parent dies, a~ 
disabled adult child can be eligi- 
ble for CDB. CDB usually contin- 
ue as long as the child remains 
disabled. Even after he reaches 
middle or old age. 

There’ are 392,000 disabled 
adults drawing CDB. Of those 
adults, 43,000 of them are older 
than 65. Benefits usually termi- 
nate if a child marries.

(LSDP) is $255'payable on death 
if a qualified family member 
survives. The LSDP can be paid ; 
to a surviving spouse who was 
living in*the same household as 
the deceased at the time of 
death. 

If no one fits that description, 
the LSDP can be paid to a sur- 
viving spouse who is eligible for 
widow benefits. 

If there is no surviving spouse 
in the above categories, a sur- 
viving child may receive the 
LSDP if he or she is eligible for 
monthly benefits or the deceased 
person’s Social Security. 

If no survivor falls into one of 
the three above groups, the 
LSDP will not be paid. 

You may be surprised to learn 
that there are 5,840 parents who 
draw benefits on a deceased 
child’s Social Security record: 
Almost all of them are women 
older than 80. To qualify, a par- 
ent must be age 62 and must 
have been dependent on-a son or 
daughter ‘for support.

IBHE, the General Assembly or 
the governor. 

The board approved the sec- 
ond of three options discussed in 
attempting to anticipate the 
state’s fiscal condition next year. 
Considered a - ‘‘conservative’’ 
request, the option identified 
increases of 10 ercent for 
library materials; funds for the 
operation and maintenance of 
new space, -and_ 3.5-percent 
increase for salaries,. utilities 
and general price increases. 

The lowest of the options con- 
sidered would have requested 
funds for a 10-percent increase 
in library materials only. The 
third option would provide an 
overall increase of 5.46 percent, 


including $3.7' million’ for pro- 
grammatic improvements. 

The state-approved budget 
requests under option two are} 
SIUC, $181.2 million; SIUE, $71.5 
million; university administra- 
tion, $1.8 million; total $254.5 
million. 

University officers said that, 
based on information currently 
available, the state’s fiscal con- 
dition is not likely to improve in 
the foreseeable future, and high- 
er: education ‘cannot. anticipate 
any major increases-in operating 
budge appropriations. SIU devel- 
Oj a set ‘of budget guidelines 
based on directions set by the 
IBHE in 1991 and similar to the 
guidelines used in developing fis- 
cal year 1994 RAMP documents.
